2, Discussed with Mr. Kirkpatrick the outstanding request 
from Senator Saltonstall for a possible special briefing of an Armed 
Services Committee group and recommended that this be changed to 
a special leadership group of Taft, Knowland and Saltonstall for the 
Republicans, and possibly Lyndon Johnson and Russell for the Demo- 
crats.
